THE, ARRIVAL DESCRIBED.

‘Mr. Van Lear Black’s departure, 

. a party consisting of Mr. M. J. 
Quist, the Consul General for Kol- 
land, the Adjutant, R.A.F., several 
Dutch business men and represen- 
tatives of the Press, waited in 
vain until’ four o'clock. here 
being no news of the airman, they 
left the aerodrome. Half an hour 
later the drone of engines was 
heard overhead and the giant 
Fokker machine, the largest pri- 
vate ‘plane to visit the Colony, 
appeared In the sky and made a 
landing against the faint breeze. 

She. was a monster monoplane, 
‘fitted with triple 300 h.p. Wright 
Whirlwind engines, and having a 
seating capacity for eight passen- 
gers, In‘ additlon to two pilots. 
Mr. Van Lear Black stepped out, 
of the machine, dressed. in a grey 
auit and wearing kid gloves and 
after shaking hands — with the 
Dutch Consul and ; some of the

EARLY MORNING COLLISION IN 
KOWLOON 


A JOY RIDE? 


POLICE OFFICER AMONG THE 
VICTIMS 


A serious» motor accident, in 
which five airmen, a rikisha coolle, 
and a Police sergeant, were in- 
volved, took place in Nathan Road, 
at two o'clock this morning, just 
outside houses ‘No. 585-587, Orlent 
Buildings, opposite the Orient 
Tobacco Manufactory. 

The five’ airmen,, all of whom 
are attached to the Kaj Tack 
Aerodrome at Kowloon City, were 
riding on a Harley Davidson 
mode! combination, when they 
came into collision with the rikl- 
sha, which had as a passenger 
Sergeant L. Boffan. of the Police 
Training School, a little way past 
Dundas Street. 

Three, airmen received serious 
akin abrasions, namely : — 

Leading’ Seaman’ Stretton, 

Corporal Cox, 

Leading Aircraftsman Tower. 

Leading Aircrafteman ‘ Taylor 
and Corporal Parsons were’ not 80 
badly hurt. 

The police officer, “who. was 
thrown out of the rikisha, receiv- 
ed a scalp wound and abrasions 
to hia right hand, which will cause 
him to be treated at the Kowloon 
Hospital daily. 

The rikisha coolie was hurt the 
worst, for he got a bad blow in 
the back and abrasion to ‘the 
hip, and had to be taken to hos- 
pital in an ambulance, The other 
injured, persons were removed to 
hospital in a taxi. 

Shortly after, the impact, Ser- 
geant -:Boffan, who was hurt,|. 
reported the accident «at the Mong- 
kok Police Station. As ‘a result, 
Sergeant Browne arrived on the 
scene, where parts of the motor 


tycle were strewn on the road, |' 


while the rignt wheel apokes ‘of 
the rikisha were in splintera, 

Three of the injured men were 
lying on’the road and two on the 
pavement, 

A little past two o'clock, Chief 
Inspector Aris and Traffic Ser- 
geant Clark*attended to the re- 
moval of the men to ‘the. Kowloon 
Hospital. 

The motor cycle, 
turned turtle, was rendered use- 
less, and had to be Pushed to the 
Kowloon Motor Bus Co’s garage, 
where it was parked. for the re- 
mainder of the night, 

A Report To Police 

In a-report of the accident to 
the Police Leading Alreraftsman 
Taylor, stated: | - 

“The machine - was « being 
driven slong Nathan Road from 
South to North, and when near 
Dundas _ Street, . the. driver 
(Tower) saw a rikisha going in 
the’ same’ ‘direction.’ It appear- 
ad to witness that there was 
going to be a collision. | The 
driver of the machine swerved 
to the right in, order, to: avoid 
the rikisha but the. side sar 
‘wheel struck the off wheel. of 

, the -rikisha,_ causing both, 
vehicles,‘to overturn.” 

On enquiry at-the Kowloon, Hios- 
pital this morning, a China Mail 
reporter Yearned that: ‘Stretton, Cox 
aad Tower * aro suffering :from 
severe . abrasions of: the face, 
arms, knees, and legs;. ‘while :the 
coolle; whose name is-‘Cheung Lin, 
has a severe. injury to'his back.

Berlin, Yesterday. 

Professor Oswald Flamm, of 
Berlin Technical High School, has 
designed o new type’ of submarine, 
claimed to have superfor speed 
and power to anything existing. 
Its chief weapon is an invisible 
torpedo, not showing a wake. . As 
Germany is not permitted to build 
submarines, and the Professor is 
unable to finance even the con- 
struction of a model of the ves- 
sel, It ia Hkely to remaln on paper 
unless a foreign power becomes 
interested. 

Professor Flamm nays that the 
now type will be able to carry 
four six-inch guns compared with 
one gun, as in the British Oberon 
Class, but it will only need six 
torpedo tubes. Furthermore, the 
vessel will be armoured and have 
a speed-surface of 22 knots com- 
pared with 15 knots of the un- 
armoured Oberon Clasa.—Reuter.

If tho boys are able to 
learn in the school only and apend 
the rest of the time at cinemas and 
auch places, what then are the 
parents to expect? Most boys can- 
not study at home, even if they 
want to, for the simple reason that 
their parents play mahjongg dur- 
ing the night, and very often for 
seven nights In the week, A boy 
must be able to study at home, if 
he is to achieve success; and 
while he is preparing for an 
examination, he should subordinate 
all his activities during the out-of-

representative was privileged to 
go over the giant ship Columbus, 
which arrived here yesterday ‘with 
several hundred tourists, principally 
Americans, aboard, 

The ship has been specially 
chartered .by Messrs. Raymond- 
Whitcomb for a’ round-the-world 
ernise, and her arrival excited con- 
alderable interest, as she is the 
largest ship to visit Hong Kong. 
Her gross tonnage’ Is 32,854, and 
net 16,289, and her length 749 feet. 
This compares with the Belgenland's 
27,182, 15,852, and 62 feet, re- 
spectively, 

The Columbus, when on the 
Atlantic run, carries first, second, 
tourist, and third class passengers, 


in accordance with what is now 
practically standard practice on the 
Western Ocean, For the purpose 
of tourist trips the is, of course, 
specially fitted out.. 

Quiet Comfort 

One can quite justifiably describe 
thé ship as a “floating palace.” The 
magnificent dining .room will ac- 
commodate 450 persons, and another 
special feature js'a room especially 
for the “kiddies,” the walls being 
gaily decorated with | pletures of 
nursery stories, 

For ‘the athletically Inclined 
amongst the passengers there is a 
well-equipped gymnasium, and a 
large open-air’ swimming bath, 
whilst a stroll round the promenade 
deck once or twice before breakfast 
is ns much exercise as most people 
requirein a tropical climate. 

The ship has also its own, Photo 
studio, where -pictures .can be 
developed. A newspaper is publish- 
ed (and written) aboard ship. 

. As Tegards the accommodation, 
whieh i is designed more with a view 
to quiet comfort, than gaudy  ele- 
gance, there are several three-room 
suites, ‘which, like the ordinary 
cabins, are fitted ‘out with every 
medern convenience; The second 
and third class ‘quarters are also 
fitted out on most up-to-date lines, 


Up-to-date Methods 


The China Mail man was also al- 
lowed to inspect the ship's bakery, 
kitchens, and laundry, and was 
then conducted . to the bridge, 
where, .amongst other things, a 
complete telephonic —_ installation 
caught his eye, It wag explained 
that, In a ship of: this size, it was 
essential that telephones from the 
bridge be installed to ensure quick- 
ness and smoothness of working. 

The Columbus is under the. com- 
‘mand of Captain A. Ahrens, who is 
no stranger to the port. She is of 
exceptionally’ broad beam, and 
should be a most comfortable sea- 
boat. She will ‘leave early on 
Saturday for Chinwangtao. t

Chinese will continue to be a 
stumbling block to those who wish 
to join the local University, if the 
Chinese elementary schools in 
Hong Kong persist In trying to 
meet 20th century requirements 
with reaults obtained through the 
application of 10th century 
methods, : 4 


The old system of Chinese educa- 
tion was to atuff o student’s mind 
with information, especially with 
the classics, This antiquated 
system started with the assumption 
that the major purpose’ of child- 
hood was to prepare for adulthood, 
The study of the classics was re~ 
‘yarded as sacroannct, inviolable, 
and unchangeable, Childhood and 
youth were spert in memorising 
Nterary compositions, which were 
very often unexplained and but 
vaguely understood by the teachers 
themselves. The old educators for- 
got that the human mind’ automa- 
tically eliminates everything that 
is not used, and that textbook in- 
formation has no special immunity 
but goes the way of all unused 
mental lumber. They assumed 
that what wes good enough for the 
10th century would be good enough 
for the 20th. They did not know, 
or refused to know, that the world 


. 


was 


A 


‘| was‘rapidly changing, and that in-. 


formation relative to the world 
would have correspondingly to 
change, if it was:to be of any use. 

For centuries, Chinese scholars 
have taught nothing but the 
wisdom of the aicients. This can- 
not, in the very nature of: things, 
go on indefinitely. 1 do not wish 
to discourage, in any way, the 
study of the “Four Books,” which 
belongs to those works which are 
far above criticism, and which are 
apprehended not so’ much by the 
intelligence as by the spirit. One 
cannot find a single coarse senti- 
ment expressed in the “Four 
Books”, and that is more than one 
ean say of other famous world 
classics. More than any other 
single factor it has helped to pre- 
serve Chinese ubity, culture, 
and civilization to the present day, 
while other contemporary cultures, 
continental in scope, have vanished 
so utterly that they do not survive 
even in the long memory of vague 
legend. What I strongly deprecate 
is the enormous amount of time 
spent in memorising the “Four 
Books” and other Chinese claasics. 
Modern education deals with every 
branch of human _ knowledge. 
When so much time is taken up by 
the clagsics, there {s very little 
left'for ‘the study of anything 
else., Everybody who has anything 
to do with education in China 
knows that the average Chinese 
boy of twenty has a very. small 
fund of general information and is 
at a great disadvantage when com- 
pared with a European or Amepri- 
can boy of the same age. 


Modern education has‘ assumed 
in these times a special character 


‘which the Chinese cannot ignore, 


While proposing, as the chief and 
it has in view, the information and 
the judgment of the pupil as well 
as the development of his habits 
and character, it gives Jess im- 
portance than it formerly did to 
the cultivation of the memory. It 
makes use chiefly of methods cal- 
culated to exercise the understand: 
ing, to lead the student to raffect 
and reason upon facts, and to eave 


‘| the domain of words to enter upon 


that of ideas. 
Search For a Sdiution 


The leading Chinese educa- 
tionists are now faced with the 
difficulty of finding a solution to a 
very .complicated problem. They 
have to decide whether. the 
Chinese students of the future 
should be bilingual or the Chinese 
language should be made a less re- 
fractory medium through which to 
give instruction in all the modern 
‘aclences. At present a Chinesa 
boy is ‘greatly handicapped by hav- 
ing ‘not only to: study hia own 
language, which'{s the hardest in

the world, but also to master ao 
foreign tongue through which he 
has to make his acquaintance with 
modern selences, 

It Is a matter of considerable 
importance that the educationists 
arrive at a decision soon. The very 
self-respect of the country ts 
threatened. Tho exigencles of the 
times and the pecullar aberrations 
that always follow in the wake of 
civil wars and revolutions are 
responsible for many bizarre sug- 
gestions oN%ered as remedies,” For- 
tunately for the ‘culture of the 
Chinese, stabler and wiser minds 
have. prevailed. Men of vision 
realise that the salvation of China 
lies not in a total break with the 
past (for no nation can afford to 
discard {ts cultural tradition), but 
in the re-organization of its educa- 
tional system along’ modern scien- 
tific lines, ' These men, while 
respecting dead yesterday, are yet 
able to understand invisible to- 
morrow. Their belief in the China 
of the past has become transform- 
ed into mere filial affection and 
respect. They realise that such a 
China can never live again in the 
world of to-day, and they recognise 
the futility of resistance to the 
march of progress, no matter in 
what high-sounding ‘patriotic 
verbiage that resistance may be 
clothed. May some one be found 


-among them who wil! breathe into 


modern Chinese Nterature a swift, 
strong spirit that will bear it 
triumphantly into regions where it 
has never ventured before! 

Throughout the Orient. an old 
sooial order is choilenged by a new 
economic order that has been born 
of the marriage of science and 
technology. The great creative 
periods of history have been those 
in which men became aware of the 
tension between an old and a new 
order and sought to effect a merger 
of the best features of the old and 
the new. Nowhere in the world 
does this tension’ between. an old 
social order’ and a new economic 
order promise developments more 
Intereating to watch than in China. 
It is. the duty: of schools, colleges, 
and universities to see that those 
developments are on “the right 
lines. .

MALAYAN MYSTERY 


Strange ‘Story of ‘a 
Tragedy 


This strange story of a Malayan 
tragedy, in which two men lost their 
Hves under. mysterious circum- 
stances, is told ‘in the Malayan: 
Police Magazine. 

An inspection of the annual. re- 
ports of the F.M.S. Police will show 
that every year a considerable num- 
ber of reports are made to the 
police of missing persons. 

It occasionally happens, however, 

that in some extraordinary fashion 
one of these mysteries is cleared up 
and I know of one case at least 
where two such mysteries were ex- 
simultaneously by ‘the 
shooting of a. crocodile, in Perak 
gome years ago. 
. The first of these two disgppear- 
ances occurred towards the end of 
July in the year 192—. A young 
Malay named Ahmet bin Kassim 
who lived with his parents in o 
kampong on the Perak River about 
midway: between Teluk- Anson and 
Bruas was seen by some neighbours 
strolling alang a path near the river 
about half past five in the evening. 

The neighbours “who saw him 
thought nothing of the matter until 
the following morning when his 
mother in a state of great uneasi- 
ness was making enquiries concera- 
ing him. 

Months passed, but Abmet did not 
return and no news whatever was 
received concerning him. 

His mysterious disappearance was 
being forgotten by: the people of the 
kampong when another strange dia- 
‘appearance was reported. 

This time it was a middle-aged 
rather , well-to-do Malay ‘named 
Salch, | | 

“When I awoke In the morning I 
saw that the door was open and my 
husband missing. What happened 
to him I cannot say but I think it, 
very likely that he got up in his 
sleep and went out with his gun to 
shoot the crocodile he spoke about 
and fell into the river,” * gaid Mra. 
Saleh. 

The doubt was os to whether 
Saleh had actually murdered Ahmet 
or if he was merely: suffering from 
hallucination.

A KOWLOON: MYSTERY 

An unemployed gentléinan who set up 
in business as a harbinger of “good 
fortune” in Kowloon contrived, in the 
end, to bring bad luck upon every ‘one 
cancerned, including himself, 

The facts were disclosed before Mr. 
T. S. Whyte-Smith at the Kowloon 
Magistracy, this morning, when Yung 
Hok was charged with gbtaining $30 
from a Chinese married woman, through 
larceny by a trick. 

Complainant stated that in the after- 
noon on March 17 she encountered de- 
fendant in Austin Road. He was sitting 
on the pavemant with a notice spread 
out before him indicating that he was 
no bringer of ‘good fortune.” Com- 
plainant was {hduced to put down ona 

cent on the paper, whereupon the sooth- 
sayer, after appropriate incantations, 
informed her that her “fortune” would 
most assuredly be a. -very good one. 
Another Nibble 

After defetidant had written somo 
characters on a paper, the woman in- 
vested a further 60 cents, with appar. 
ently satisfactory results. Later, the 
goothsayer ‘accompanied her to her 
house in Canton Road, and waited out- 
side whilst she raised more money for 
further rites. . 

Complainant actually brought | 
down $30, her own contribution’ 
being $10, the other $20 (two ten- 
dollar bills) being borrowed from 
a neighbour. . 

A Man of Mystery | . 

The pair then went to a’ vacant 
plot of land at Kowloon Point, 
where defendant produced an en- 
yelope bearing mystical characters. 
The woman handed over the money, 
which he apparently placed in the 
envelope. She was then solemnly 
charged to lack up the envelope for 
a few days, after which she was to 
re-open it and invest in certain lot- 
tery tickets. 

The following day, however, the 
lady’s husband found himself short 
of money, with the result that she 
re-opened the envelope. There 
were four blank envelopes neatly 
folded, inside, but no cash. 

Complainant recognised the trick- 
ster in Shanghai Street yes- 
terday, and he was arrested. 

A Stout Denial 

Evidence having been given as 
tg the loan of the $20 by the wo- 
man’s neighbour, and also the find- 
ing of ‘two  ten-dollar bills 
on defendant when he was 
arrested, the latter was ask- 
ed .what ho had to say in defence. 

He stoutly denfed that he was in 
Hong Kong at all on the day in 
question, saying that he had made a 
trip to Macao at that time, He 
contended that the case was one of 
mistaken indentity. 

Evidence was produced to the 
effect that the man had slept in a 
house in Kowloon City on the night 
of the 16th, leaving there the next 
morning, afteyrihich not much was 
definitely known of his movements: 

He was closely questioned by His 
Worship as to whether he could 
produce any witnesses as to his 
“trip to Macdéo” but had no satis- 
factory answers to give. 

‘His Worship, in passing sentence 
of three months’"imprisonment, re- 
marked that no, satisfactory alibi 
had been produced. At the same 
time, he severely admonished com- 
plainant for her’ folly in allowing 
herself ‘to be ‘tricked in such a 
manner, vat 
—— 
a full report decided’ after reference 
to D.P.P. that there. ‘was no neces+ 
sity to record Ahmet’s death as a 


murder.

IGNITION TROUBLE 


Talk on Some Common 
. | Causes 


‘It can be safely assumed that if 
there is misfiring’ that current is 
being generated. On the other 
hand, there ia the possibility of the 
ignition cutting-out completely, 
which proves trouble at its source. 

The first detall to auspect is the 
contact breaker—a sticking rocker 
which keeps the contact permanently 
open. It is not so frequent a defeat 
as it used to be, owing to the im- 
proved construction adopted. It, 
however, it does oceur, it [s a simple 
matter to detach the rocker by re- 
leasing the spring. holding it; then 
clean the pivot pin thoroughly. The 
hole in the fibre insulating buah will 
also require touching up, but not 
with a round file or drill on any 
account, Use a tightly rolled-up 
piece of the fineat emery paper to 
twirl {Inside the,hole’ to clean ft. 
The cause of a sticking rocker fa 
damp having got into the magneto. 
If a car is left standing in a damp 
garage this trouble may occur. 

In the ense of coil ignition this is 
not self-generating, as is the mag- 
neto, and any cutting-out, would in- 
dicate that current was not passing 
through the coil. Therefore, the 
two terminals onthe coll should be 
examined to ensire that the primary 
leads are connected. Usually these 
are so well secured that it fs unlike- 
ly a disconnection would occur. A 
lead might concetvably break, in 
which case a new section can easily 
be put In. It should be. kept in 


mind that a loose connection at the 


coll might cause misfiring, 

Any serlous ‘internal fault in 
either coil or magneto which.may 
causa cutting-out can only be re- 
medied by the manufacturers or 


repairere, a3 It would be a case of |. 


a fault in ‘the windings. In an 
extreme instanceof. complete break- 
down, another unit must he obtain- 
ed; not a difficult matter, thanks to 
standardisation. :

It is always ad- 
visable to replace these leads with 
new sections rather thnn to wrap 
them with Insulating tape. This 
method, however, ‘may be adopted 
for an -emergency and temporary 
repair if a lead has short-circuited 
on to a metal’ part .and thereby 
chafed or worn through. ;

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SMALL CAR DOOMED? | 


Increasing ‘Popularity of 
the “ Medium ”’ 


For many years now Great Bri- 
tain has been a nation of small 
motor-cars. By smali cara I mean 
. Vehicles of about 12 hp. When the 
last census waa taken it showed that 
there were in use- no fewer than 
229,897 vehicles of this type. 

of 14 hp. cars there were 111,817, 
of 16 hp, cars 44, 1802 and of 20h, ps 

13,402. 

The 12 hp. family vehicle was 

‘ mainly the outcome of the horse- 
power tax. Manufacturers  exer- 
elsed their ingennity to cheat the 

~ tax and produced small units giving 
forth almost incredible power in 
relation to their size. 

This year there has been a marked 
change in the position. Small cars 
are still selling. But the vogue is 
definitely for larger cars of higher 
power. The medium-powered car 
has come Into its own with a rush, 

. Factories are hard put to it to 
keep up deliveries. Some, In fact, 
have been so deluged with orders for 
cara of from 15 to 20 h.p. that they 
have had to start night shifts, and 
even then are behind with deliveries. 

I prophesy that within two years 
the Medium-powered cars in use 
will easily out-number the 12 hp, or 
small. family type. 

WHat is the reason for the pre- 
sent popularity of the medium- 
powered car? 

It i8 mainly a question of price. 
British medium-powered cars of 
1930 are sufficiently inexpensive to 
counteract ‘the higher horse-power 
disadvantage. After all there is 
only £3 difference in tax between a 
12 hp. and 15 hp. car, and this is 
not much spread over three years, 


Possibility Of Tax Reduction 
There is a strong possibility that 
‘In the next Budget ‘the horse-power 
tax will be reduced, I do not, 
imagine there will be any general 
reduction in taxation. What we 
“usin on the swings will be lost on 
the roundabouts. But if the horse- 
power tax is reduced, as anticipated, 
the position of the medium-power 
car will be strengthened. 

In many ways this is to the good. 
British manufacturers have now 
proved that they can make the 
medium-powered :lasa of motor-<ar 
as cheaply as can their rivals. 

New plant has been laid down for 
their development, and if, as there 
is reason to expect, © yreat new era 
of expansion in the Empire markets 
is coming, it is well that we should 
be prepared for events. 

I do not think the small car will 
disappear altogether, 1 have the 
greatest admiration for this type, 
and I shauld imagine it will still 
‘serve a useful purpose in thix coun- 
try. But I think that the medium- 
powered car will soon be the chief 
type In use. sO 

The small car must not ‘be con- 
fused in this respect with the 
“baby” car, which is selling this 
year in greater numbers than ever. 

It is being used extensively as a 
sort of “dingy” to the larger car, 
and has introduced the two-car 
standard to thousands of familles, 
Women love thom. ° 

More than 650 per cent. of the

The Influence of 
Conservatism ss, 


To the student of automobile 
technique, who naturally makes it 
his hobby or his business to watch 
the cause and effect of the leading 
tendencies, that’ grouped together 
are the material proof of progress, 
nothing should have been more In- 
teresting than to mark the way in 
which during recent years appear- 
ance has become an increasingly im- 
portant element in motor car design. 
In point of fact, there never was a 
time when good looks were a negli- 
gible quantity. The pioneer de- 
signers were well aware of the value 
that the public would attach to 
them, and clearly showed this fact 
in a great many Instances by con- 
structing their vehicles, in external 
matters, 80 that they conformed as 
nearly as possible to horse-drawn 
traditions. Unhappily, their ideals 
never came within reach of realisa- 
tion, Engines were refractory in 
those early days, and transmission 
systems far from reliable; hence it 
came about that appearance often 
had to be sacrificed, to’ accessibility. 
This in course of time became a 
tradition in itself. Thus even to- 
day car designers put their engines 
under a bonnet, the main purpose of 
which is to allow the machinery to 
be easily got at. The bonnet idea 
has become one of the fixed atars in 
the automobile firmament, and it 
will probably remain so until some 
big car manufacturer, working on a 
really handsome scale, elects to 
break away from convention and 
entirely rearrange the organs and 
seating accommodation of the 
vehicle as a whole, 

The motor car comes into the 


‘|anme clasa with the ocean liner and 


the locomotive. This’ is to say, auch 
beauty as it posséases is essentially 
intrinsic. It appeals to the eye hy 
reason of its lines. Everybody 
must have noted how in recent years 
a number of designers have raised 
the height of their bonnets and add- 
ed sloping luggage trunks to the 
rear of their cars, To a 
ery) great extent their ac- 
tions are utilitarian, but it can- 
not be denied that they con- 
stitute proof that the .automobile 
engineer, having disposed of moat 
of his technical troubles, is now

There are two main reasons why 
appearance in dur rond vehicles Is 
lecoming of paramount importance.

So much so Indeed. is 
ft the «re, that 4o-day it is no 
exaggeration to any that many cars 
sell upon their appaarance, Their 
perfomance fy'almos; taken fo~ 
nranted.. In presentim, in attra:- 
tive line some manufacturers have, 
of course, made full use of the 
effects of colour schemes. If a car 
looks more pleasing in two colours 
than in one, then certainly It should 
have two colours. Ultimately this 
matter of appearance may take pre- 
cedence of all other items in the 
specification of a car, and that in 
these circumstances {t will lead to 
drastic changes in chassis design, a3 
the conchbuilder will say to the 
motor engineer. "This is how the 
complete vehicle is going to look, and 
you must fit the components of the 
chassis into it as best you can.” At 
present the coachbuilder is given 
the chassis upon which he has got 
to do his beat to mount something 
beautiful. There sre distipct limits 
to what he can achieve in this direc- 
tion, and the more enterprising of 
his craft are beginning to see tha:

COMFORT FIRST 


Choose Your Accessories 
Wisely 


Certain adéaunories, if wisely 
chosen, greatly add to the. comfort 
of the driver and passengers, One 
notices ‘cars fitted with luggage 
trunks from which it is difficult to 
remove the suit-cases, owing to the 
position of the apare wheel. Thia 
difficulty can easily be avoided, a8 
there ia a fitting that permits the 
spare whee] to swing out of the way 
when it is necessary to open the 
trunk. 

Paasengers seated in the rear 
compartment usually require head 
cushions and foot-stools if they are 
to be truly at ease on long runs. 
Narrow foot-rails are not sulticient 
support, yet one sees these In many 
vehicles. Head cushions should be 
hung by loops in the corners of+a 
gntoon and adjusted to support the 
nape of the neck and head of the 
user. Loose cushions are not much 
use, as every timo the traveller 
shifts position the support drops 
out of place. In opening touring 
cars an alr cushion form of bolater 
may be hung by straps on the rear 
squab in a suitable position to sup- 
port the neck. This not only gives 
added comfort, but is also an anti- 
dote to back draught. 

With all the progress - 
render road touring easy, 
extraordinary how uncomfortable 
passengers can be made. for want 
of a little thought. Badly adjusted 
seats, Wrongly poised cushions, and 
a enreless driver spoil many runs 
which might otherwise have been a 
pleasure, A driver: who suddenly 
accelerates, takes cornera.too fast, 
and puts on the brakes fiercely, 
throws his passengers about to such 
an extent that it is with. difficulty 
they retain their seats. 

On such occasions the foot-stool 
is their. anchor.of safoty coupled 
with arm-slings, if such are pro- 
vided. Every driver should take a 
long tour a3 a rear seat passenger 
in order to learn what to avoid In 
his style. of driving and ‘the acces- 
gories necessary to provide hia 
passengers with comfort. 
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WASHING THE CAR 


Points tor Owners to” 
Remember 


“Washing cars nowadays fa a 
simple matter in garages where up- 
to-date equipment is provided. A 
cellulose painted car can be washed 
by a pressure-fed plant and polished 


within forty minutes, whereas once 


the job took two to three - hours. 
Touring motorists may often find it 
difficult to get cara washed in time 
for a reasonably. early start in the 
morning. They should’ know gar- 
ages in the towns and villages: they 
may visit, where the latest facilities 
are provided. Otherwise they may 
find washing more difficult to get 
efficiently done than any other form 
of motor service. With chromium 
plating that requires wiping only 
and not polishing, a complete car 
wash and rub down can be done in 
half an hour where up-to-date plant 
is installed. 

Some recent cars have a rotary 
alr-filter, worked by a knob or 
handle on the dashboard, fitted as 
part of the carburetter, Jn order 
to keep this working properly the 
internal disc must be turned round 
occasionally, say, every 100 milea, 
All such filters catch the dust by, 
means of oi], When cleaning, drain 
off the accumulated aludge. through 
the plug provided, and “wash the 
interior casing with petrol, rotating” 
the disc quickly at the same time. 
Drain the dirty ofl away, and let the 
filter dry before refilling. 

Air cleaners are ‘still rather new 
to motorists but the more the 
modern car is developed to satisfy 
the requirements of all parts of the 
world, the ‘greater the use that will 
be made of such fittings. There- 
fore, {t 1s well to know how to look 
after Phen.

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SHOCK FOR ‘LADIES 


Where Are the Car 
‘Victim’s Trousers ? 


Singapore, Feb, 15. 

It was the pecuHar experience. of 
three young ladies in Collyer Quay 
recently to be arguing vigorously in 
a motor-car and the. next moment 
to hear a crash_and see an elderly 
Chinese in the road’ minus his 
trousers. 

Where the trousers went to is still 
one'of Singapore’s unsolved my- 
asteries. The folicé searched for 
them in the road, on the young 
ladies’ car, and in the hospital 
ambulance, but they were nowhere 
to be found. 

There was a sequel to the incident 
before the Criminal District Judge, 
Mr. C. H.G. Clarke, yesterday, 
when the Malay .driver of the car 
was charged with causing grievous 
hurt by a rash and negligent act. 
He pleaded not guilty. The Chinese 
suffered a fractured leg and minor 
injuries. : 

The complainant, a coolle living 
at the 9th mile, Bukit Timah Road, 
said that on the evening of Decem- 
ber 10 Jast he was going along 
Collyer Quay when lie was knocked 
down by a motorcar. He heard no 
horn sounded and saw no cars and 
he was about to cross the road when 
he was hit, He was then removed 
hospital in an ambulance. Had 
he heard a horn he would never have 
attempted to cross the road. 

The Ladies’ Evidence 

Evidence was given by Misa--E, 
Tredgold, of .Namazie Mansions, 
Stamford ‘Road. At about 6,20 
o'clock on the evening of December 
10, she was driving in a car along 
Collyer Quay with two other girls, 
She was seated in the front seat 
beside the accused, while her two 
friends were seated behind. The 
car was a private one. She was 
talking to the girls in the rear and 
therefore, could not say whether she 
noticed any other traffic on the road 
at the time; neither did she notice 
the speed at which the car was 
travelling. ‘ i 

His Honour: Did yoo have any 
sensation of specd?—-No, we were 
engaged in an argument. 

Continuing, Miss Tredgold said 
that they were in front of the Asia- 
tie Petroleum Company's offices 
when she suddenly heard a crash 
and the car pulled up in the middle 
of the rond. It was then that she 
noticed a Chinese who was trying 
to get up from the road. The man 
had no trousers on and hia right leg 
was Injured. She told the accused |' 
to drive her to the Teluk Ayer 
police station from where she tele- 
phoned for the ambulance. 

Chief Court Inspector Meredith: 
If there was no other traffic on the 
road at the.time it would have been 
easy fot the accused to avoid a man 
who was in the middle of the road? 
—Yes, I think so. 

You don’t know at what speed the’ 
car was travelling? You were not 
arguing about the specd?—No, it 
was.about a hockey match. We had 
been playing hockey that afternoon. 

‘A Careful Driver 

Miss D. 
Wilkie Road stated in her evidence 
that .she was one of the two. who 
were seated in the rear of the car. 
They were talking at the time and 
did not notice anything until’ sho 
felt a sudden bump. She then look: 
ed out and saw a Chinese fall on the 
road. The car was not damaged. 
The ‘accused was het driver and the 
car which was a Morris Minor 
belonged to her. Sahamin was not 
in her employ now'as he left of his 
own accord after the accident. Up 
to that time he had been a good and 
satisfactory driver. os 

Mr. Meredith: He was not a 
speed merchant?—No, he was a 
careful driver.

The streets of Japan's capital pro- 
bably are the most difficult in the 
world for motorcar drivers ‘and 
traffic accidents have increased to 
an alarming extent.

The partial payment plan of the 
American concerns encouraged thou- 
sands of young’ Japanese from the 
country to emigrate to the-cities to 
enter the taxi business. With cheap 
American cars scores of “small oper: 
ators set up one yen taxi concerns, 
lodbenIng on the streets a flood of 
small machines which will haul a 
passenger anywhere within the city 
confines for,one. yen, or 60 cents 
gold, 

The streets already were audet 
with blcycles—There are more than | . 
half a million in Toklo alone—push 
carts, hand. carts, horse’ drawn 
waggons, rikishas, and foot traffic. 
When automobiles were added to 
the’: stream it became literally a 
raging. torrent. In addition both 
Toklo - and Yokohama have been 
‘widening and. paving the ntajority 
‘of their streets as part of the re. 
construction “programme , following 
the great earthquake. Stteets ara 
blocked, in many plates and they 
change their course from month to 
month with bewildering results.
